Dorsholmor's Silver Bill. 


GTiW CITY, Fob. IS.—Mr. Dor- 


Blioimor's silver bill, introduced in .tho house 
Tuosday, provides for tho issue of silver cer- 
tificates of the denomination of 82, S3, $10, 
ISO and $50, which, when Issued, shall bo 
payable on domand in silver dollars of tho 
present standard Cnonoss, and of *SO grains 
troy weight, or, if the holder prefer, be may 
receive standard silvor bars stamped by tho 
Unitod States, at the rato of -380 grains to 
;ho dollar. 


Section a provides that those notes are' to bo 


yiven to any person in return.for deposits at 
tho treoBU f of standard silver dollars, or 
standard st:*1 ipod silver bars, at the rate of 
430 grains to ; ho dollar. Tho third section 
of th. bill provides that gold coinngo shall 
bo froo, and silver coinage shall bo froo for 
silver dollars of the Unitod States, and for 
standard slivor bullion, tho product of tho 
Unitod States. But no silver coin fiball bo 
made at any mint of tho United States from 
any foreign silver coins, or from any foreign 
illvor bullion, or from any bullion in which 
foreign silver is mixed; and that no foreign 
silvor uaall bo introducod into tho Unitod 
States without paying tho highest rato of 
duty on manufactured silvor. 


Tho fourth 'section provides for tho ex- 


change with'n ono year of tho silvor dollars, 
or silvor certificates now in circulation. 
Tbo Bland dollur is to retain its present 
character as a currency for ono year ouly.

Tho Senate and Ilouso. 


N CITY, Fob. IS. —In tho senate 


Tuesday, bills were passod authorizing tbo 
sale of a part of tho Winnebago reservation 
n Nebraska, and for tho construction of a 
bridge ncross tho Groat 3Canawha river. A 
favorable report was mado on *•'•' houso bill 
to permit tho building of a horse railroad 
over Kock Island, to connect with tho Iowa 
shore. Tho day was spent principally in 
discussing tho anti-foroign contract labor 
bill. 


Tho bouse of representatives passed the 


legislative appropriation bill. Dor.-ihoimor 
introduced a bill to regulate tho coinage, 
providing for tho issuo of circulating notes 
redeomablu in silvor dollars of 4SO grains, 
A bill was passod for tho erection of a public 
juilding at Wichita, Kan., at a coat of fOO,- 
000. 
Tho resolution for the appointment of 


a commission on tho alcoholic liquor trallic 
was reported adversely and tabled. A bill 
;o terminate tho treaty of 1SCS with tho

The Agricultural ColJego. 


To tlie Editor, 


In response to your call for the views 


! ot "farmers" on the question of a sepa- 
rate and distinct agricultural college to 
be created by the state, I would in advo- 
cating uome scheme for this purpose, cor- 
rect some provnilme errors, 
1st. That taia eohool is for the educa- 


tion ot the sons o£ farmera exclusively. 
A careful reading o£ tho bill will show 
tliat the school is to be open to anyone, 
male or female, from the furui or tlio city, 
[he oluldreu of the farmer, tho mechanic, 
tlio preaoher, lawyer or politician. Which 
clasa will most avail themselves of the 
udvantafios of such a sohool, ia not at all 
certain, except that aa tho farmer class 
arc in the majority, they will doubtless 
be tho larger patrons. But not alono are 
the farmois interested in the establish- 
ment ot such a achool, fur tho time is 
coming, if not already here, when our 
mechanics, merchanics and professional 
men will deairo such to fit their sons and 
daughters for a successful rural lite. 
It is a well known tact that few of the 
children of this class follow the pur- 
suits ot their fathers,' but ratnra to tarm 
from which their fathora came or worse, 
bo:ome "day-goes" o( society, Such a 
school aa this will afford something ot 
the form life diciplino whiih tho "town 
boy" 
fails to get. 
The girls may here 


pet a theoretical and practical .knowl- 
edge -ol tho garden, tho apairy and the 
poultry yard, all open fields, and full ot 
interest to women. 


2ud That the agricultural college is a 
lower class education and will bar tho 
way to tbe classical or university couise.' 
Surprising as it may seem, this is urgod 
as an objection to the agricultural col- 
lege by men in high standing in our ed- 
ucational system of the state. On the 
absurd proverb that "a little learning 
makes a fool of a man" this may be urged 
os on objection to tho agricultural col- 
lege. If under our present advanced 
system of education, only one in ten 
thousand of tho • youths of our state 
can 
bo 
induced to' loke a class- 


ical or university course, what can bo 
done for the ten times that number who 
with special course )n agriculture con- 
templated in the agricultural bill, may 
not only become successful in rural life, 
but in a certain sense, educators to the 
masses among whom ..they will be dif- 
fused. 
3il That "class education is not nocos- 


uary nor desirable. Tho tendency, aa 
well as the necessity is for clase educa- 
tion. From and after tho liberal com- 
mon sohool ooureo which tho state af- 
fords, commences this class education; 
the business man, the lawyer, the engin- 
etir, the maohmiat and tho teacher are all 
provided with their separate courses nt 
instruction under the paternal tare ot 
tho state, and under tho most approved 
methods and appliances to their several 
ends, and why should not rural indus- 
tries receive the same encouragement? 
This matter has been before the most 
intellieent and progressive minds ot the 
country for several years, and now has a 
hold upon the industrial classes as never 
before, 


The agricultural college will surely 


come 
. when 
tho 
wisdom 
of 


tlie 
educator 
and 
the 
desire 
of 


tho workingman can be united on the 
best plon for its accomplishment. Oan- 
nda, Michigan, Mississippi and Iowa 
have demonstrated the feasibility of the 
separate agricultural collega, and they 
are crowed wnh pupils, while no state 
shews anything like success on the uni- 
versity plan. The farmers of Wisconsin 
are now in earnest about this matter, 
but will vote it better, than talk it 
J. C. PLUM.B.
